Yugoslavia could do about it If 
Germany decided to send her army 
through them to reach the Dar- 
danelles or Greece. 
But Turkey has the power at 
.least to contest a Nazi onslaught 
if she chose to use it. 


The Turks have been the center 


of 
a 
war-long storm of power 


politics. The Germans have used 
diplomatio pressure to keep Tur- 
key on the sidelines. The British 
tmade Turkey a potential ally by 
pledging aid in defense of Turkish 
integrity.1 


So far, Turkey has 
been 
an 


enigma—like 
her 
big neighbor, 


Soviet Russia. Neither has made 
a clear-cut stand 
on 
what her 


course would be if the Nazis, al- 
ready perhaps 600,000 strong in 
Rumania, 
received 
orders - to 


march. 


Turkey, however, had indicated 
she would fight. European Turkey 
has been put under military rule 
and, despite 
official silence, the 


controlled Turkish press has de- 
clared that an Invasion of Bul- 
garia would be regarded by Tur- 
''~y..as a.. .c»use for war. 


But now, according to the re- 


port of a Bulgarian-Turkish non- 
aggression pact, Turkey is pledg- 
ed not to fight if the Nazis enter 
Bulgaria. 
Sharp Blow to British. 


British 
sources 
acknowledged 


that such an accord 
means 
a 


sharp blow to British influence in 
the Balkans. Some diplomatic ob- 
servers felt that the odds against 
Greece would become so great, her 
victories over Italy 
notwithstand- 


ing, that the mere threat of a Ger- 
man blow might force 
her 
to 


capitulate.

Referring to King's 
testimony 


before the senate as a committee 
of the whole last week, Gotten de- 
clared: 
"To my mind the auditor 
has 


exposed himself one way or the 
other, either as a man with a col- 
ossal supply of ignorance or one 
strictly bent on destroying 
the 


name of somebody." 
Th0 senate has been investigat- 


ing allegations by King that 
a 


headless fourth division of state 
government, 
composed 
of 
many 


boards, bureaus and commissions, 
has usurped 
legislative, 
judicial 


and executive power. 
Gov. W. Lee O'Daniel embraced 


King's views, outlined in a bien- 
nial report on fiscal operations of 
the state, in his legislative recom- 
mendations for a house cleaning 
in state government. 


Gotten, dean of the upper cham- 


ber, 
asserted 
King's 
testimony 


showed his statements were the 
result of observations over a four 
year period and did not come from 
audit findings,or a complete study 
of governmental agencies- 


Complaining that King had to be 


cautioned to give specific answers 
to Investigators' questions, Gotten 
said the result of the senate study 
showed King had no purpose other 
than to make charges reflecting 
on the character and integrity of 
some public officials. 


"When we pinned him down he 


said his statements were the re- 
sult of 'observations,'" Gotten de- 
clared. 
"And these charges came from 
a man who hasn't made a com- 
plete 
audit, but only 
a few 


checks," he added. 


"His answer was that he didn't 


have the facilities to make detail- 
ed studies of state agencies.

The Balkan game isn't by any 


means played out, but the Fuehrer 
appears 
to have confirmed 
his 


domination of the Peninsula down 
ns far as Greece and Turkey by 
"peaceful penetration," carried out 
In the shadow of the big stick. 
One of his immediate aims U to 
smash Greece, thereby serving the 
k double purpose 
of 
consolidating 


f 
his rnilitary position and rescuing 
the badly pummeled fascists. 


Indications are that both Bul- 


garia and Yugoslavia have bowed 
to the will of the Nazi chieftain. 
Bulgaria seems to have decided to 
allow her soil to be used as a 
German military base. This will 
give 
Hitler a powerful position 


right up against the Turks and 
Greeks, and will virtually complete 
the encirclement of unhappy Yugo- 
slavia by axis forces. 


It will ba strange i( th.lt doesn't 


bring Bulgaria into the war as an 
axis ally. Bulgarians as a whole 
would much prefer to 
sit 
and 


drink their famous fermented milk 
and 
so 
(according to tradition) 


live to be centenarians, but they 
have little choice. 


They looked to Russia for guid- 


ance, and the Muscovites report 
edly washed their hands of the 
affair. Bulgaria Is tough, but not 
tough enough to stand up alone 
against Hitler's mechanized hosts. 
Her reward for being good Is said 
to be the promise of Greek terri- 
tory to give her a port on the 
Aegean, and the return of land 
taken from her by Yugoslavia as 
the outcome of the World war. 


There are no official details of 


what happened when the Yugo- 
slav ministers were summoned to 
Hitler's retreat at 
Berchtesgaden. 
That must have been a trying mis- 
sion for them and they probably 
saw no beauty In that lively little 
village In the Bavarian Alps. 


It is widely ruported that they 


were told they 
must 
cooperate 


with the axis, though they may 
maintain their neutrality at this 
juncture.

The supreme court upheld today 
the conviction of Earl Browder, 
1940 
presidential nominee of the 


Communist party, on a charge of 
wilfully using a passport obtained 
by false statements. 
Justice Reed delivered tho decis- 


ion. 
No dissent was announced. 


Justice Murphy, former attorney 
general, did not participate. 


Browder was convicted by a Jury 


In the southern New York federal 
district court. He was sentenced to 
four years' Imprisonment and fined 
$2,000. The verdict was upheld by 
the Federal Circuit Court at New 
York. 
The government contended that 


Browder, In applying for a pass- 
port In 1934, swore that he had not 
previously received a passport. Tho 
government added that he had re- 
ceived passports under tho name of 
Nicholas Dozenberg in 1921, George 
Morris in 1927, and Albert Henry 
Rijhardn In 1931. 
Upon returning from trips abroad 


in 1937 and 1938,'Browder was al- 
leged to have displayed the 1934 
passport as proof of his citizenship 
and right to enter 
tho 
United 


States. 
The indictment was

France seems rather quiel 


and it would be easy for an 
outsider to get the impres- 
sion that the French are 
reconciling 
themselves

German-Italian occupation. 
That the contrary is true 
may be seen from the situ- 
ation in Brest, a French sea- 
port near the southern end 
of the E n g l i s h Channel. 
These "Regulations for the 
Population" were recently 
published by the mayor, on 
orders from the Nazi dis- 
trict commander:
